m ay be threatened with extinction 
because of such hum an pursuits as 
w ar, farm ing, logging, m edical re­ 
search and pet-keepuig, according to 
the Interior iX partm ent 
it pri^xised on Monday that 27 
monkey species be added to the list of 
endangered or threatened anim als, 
raising to 55 the total num ber of 
prim ates so lusted by the United .States 
The proposal published in the 
Federal R egistrar followed a survey of 
the 150 living prim ate species by the 
departm ent’s U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 
"About 35 per cent of the world’s 
monkey sp« *cies are in deep trouble,” 
according to the survey 
Among the threatened species is the 
chim panzee, described in the World 
Book encyclopedia as “the most in­ 
telligent of all anim als” The decline of 
four Indochinese species was blam ed 
on 
“m ilitary 
activities 
and 
other 
habitat dusruptions.” 
It was proposed that 12 of the species 
be listed as endangered 
a category 
that m eans they are in imminent 
danger of extinction in the wild Fif­ 
teen of the species would be listed as 
threatened, meaning they are likely to 
become endangered in t ^ foreseeable 
future if no action is taken to reverse 
the treml 
Fndangered species receive com­ 
plete federal protection. None can be 
killed, 
placed 
into conunerce, or 
posses.sed without a special perm it, 
which is given only for scientific pur­ 
poses or to enhance the propagation or 
survival of the anim al. 
Threatened species regulatum s are 
w ritten on a case-by-case vasis 
depending on the needs of the anim al

About 35 per 
cent of the world’s monkey species 
may be threatened with extinction 
because of such human pursuits as 
war, farm ing, logging, medical re­ 
search and pet-keeping, according to 
the Interior D epartm ent. 
It proposed on 
Monday that 27 
monkey species be added to the list of 
endangered or threatened anim als, 
raising to 55 the total number of 
prim ates so listed by the United States 
The proposal published in the 
Federal R egistrar followed a survey of 
the 150 living prim ate .spec ies by the 
departm ent’s U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 
"About 35 per cent of the world’s 
monkey species are in deep trouble," 
according to the survey 
Among the threatened species is the 
chimpanzee, described in the World 
Book encyclopedia as "the most in­ 
telligent of all anim als ” The decline of 
four Indochinese species was blamed 
on "military activities 
and 
other 
habitat disruptions." 
It was proposed that 12 of the species 
be* listed as endangered - a category 
that m eans they are in imminent 
danger of extinction in the wild. Fif­ 
teen of the species would be listed as 
threatened, meaning they are likely to 
become endangered in the foreseeable 
future if no action is taken to reverse* 
the trend. 
Endangered species receive com­ 
plete federal protection. None can be 
killed, 
placed 
into comm erce, 
or 
possessed without a special perm it, 
which Is given only for scientific pur­ 
poses or to enhance the propagation or 
survival of the anim al. 
Threatened species regulations are 
w ritten on a case-by-case vasts 
depending on the needs of the anim al.

II observes her 50th birthday Wed­ 
nesday after a 24-year reign that began 
with hopes for a second glorious 
Elizabeth Age but has been downhill 
all the way for Britain. 
When George VI died on Fob 6, 1952, 
and his older daughter became queen 
while on a visit to Africa, Britain was 
Western Europe’s leading nation, the 
pound sterling was one of the world’s 
more stable currencies, there were 
100,000 British soldiers in the Suez 
( ana! Zone, and British air and naval 
bases stretched to Hong Kong 
Today as the queen prepares for a 
quiet family birthday at Windsor 
Castle, B ritain’s wealth and power are 
sharply diminished, its empire dis­ 
m em bered, its economy in disarray. 
"Future historians will have little 


choice but to dismiss this period of our 
national life as one of unrelieved 
failure," the weekly New Statesm an 
said recently

peanut fanning business, Jimmy is 
wearing a knit shirt, open below the 
famous open smile 
both smile and 
shirt a hit tired and faded, hut in 
Plains, Ga., who cares7 
Ikiwn the street by the tracks, the 
rustic train depot has just been con­ 
verted into a "Carter for (»resident 
Headquarters," selling T shirts, 
campaign buttons and five-pound bags 
of Carter peanuts 
"Do you think Plains (pop 683) is 
going to change when you become 
1 »resident?" a 
stranger 
asks the 
candidate 
(In 
Plains, you say 
"when," not "if," ltecau.se Jim m y’s 
confidence is contagious i "1 don’t 
think anything will happen much," he 
replies easily, "We have strict zoning 
laws." 
If Jimmy Carter is concerned about 
his "ethnic purity" slip, which plunged 
him into political hot water, he's not 
admitting it And his old neighbors, 
and particularly his family, do not 
consider it a vital threat to his drive for 
the nomination. 
" I doubt if HO per cent of the people 
know what ethnic' and purity’ really 
mean," says 38-year-old brother Billy, 
"and those who do, I ’m sure, know 
what Jimmy meant by it. His op­ 
ponents just rode it to death." 
"If Jackson or Udall had said it, it 
would never have l»cen noticed," 
believes Jmuny's politically savvy 78- 
year-old mother, known affectionately 
hereabouts as "Miss tillian " Carter 
“ They ought to forget it now and look 
at hun on his record " 
Miss Izlhan is not worried "Jinuny 
came here to see me this morning, 
bare-footed and in shorts 
he never 
changes, you know, he’s always just 
Jimmy, lie thinks when he's elected 
he’ll make the United States the 
greatest place on earth, and he 
believes it, and I agree He says he's 
not going to miss.

"They 
make so

religious business," scoffs his mother, 


"I'm extremely proud of Jumny and 
Huth (younger sister Huth Carter 
Stapleton is an evangelist). Neither of 
them is the least hit pious 
" l l ’s not for his mother to defend 
Jimm y for Iteing good," she says 
amiably, "hut that's the position I'm 
put in. A National Enquirer reporter 
came to my house here and stayed 
around for days, looking for something 
bad that Jimmy had done as a child 
That’s just the way he put it Come on, 
Mrs Carter, Jimmy must have done 
something had 
"Finally, 1 told Jimmy. I said 
’Jim m y, why didn't you do something 
stinkin* when you were a boy7’ Jimm y 
just about died laughing and said, if 
I'd known, Mama, 1 sure would have 
done something.” 
White haired Miss fjllian chuckles 
at the memory of the frustrated 
reporter, leaving Plains with nothing 
unsavory to report. Then she says, 
conspiratohally, "But once Jimmy did 
play hooky 
He went to Americus 
(population now 16,001) with some 
friends during his last year in high 
school, just to look around the city. His 
daddy punished him, making him stay 
home for a month Jimmy couldn’t 
even go to the movies on Saturday 
afternoon 
"What you people in cities don’t 
understand is that there was not one 
single thing to tempt a child in the 
country to do laid When Jimmy grew 
up every family went to church - if

As personal 
income rises and inflation subsides - 
although 
remaining 
high 
and 
threatening to worsen again within the 
year 
the battle for the consumer’s 
dollar resumes. 
During the 
recession this com­ 
petition receded almost out of sight 
Gloom fed on gloom What good would 
it do to advertise and promote if the 
consumer wasn’t in a position to buy? 
And so 
it 
went, 
down 
into the 
maelstrom. 
There is a more vibrant spirit ap­ 
pear uig now. and it is evident on Main 
Street and Wall Street, in the classified 
ads, in housing promotions, in vacation 
plans, in the corporate forecasts for 
profits 
Although the typical urban family of 
four now needs $15,500 a year to 
maintain a moderate standard of 
living, $1,200 more than a year ago, 
some families at least have a few 
dollars 
to 
spend 
on 
other 
than 
necessities. 
But underlying these obvious in­ 
dications of how Americans are 
spending or planning to spend their 
money is another stratum of character 
that never changes It is restrained, 
conservative and still concerned with 
basic security. 
Three examples of this trait are 
provided in these announcements: 
Not smee the end of World War II 
in 1945 have Americans bought more 
Series E Savings bonds during any 
three-month period, said the Depart­ 
ment of Treasury. The quarter 
referred to was the first one of 1976 
In that period, total sales of E and H 
bonds amounted to $1.98 billion 
Although redemptions also were high, 
sales exceeded cash-ins by $214 
million, and brought the total out­ 
standing to nearly $69 billion. 
George 
Stinson, 
chairman 
of 
National Steel Cnrp and chairman of 
the U.S. Industrial Payroll Savings 
Committee, attributes much of the 
support 
to 
bicentennial-related 
patriotism. 
But there seems to be a more basic 
reason too, a reason involved with 
financial security. It would seem that 
people invest for their own financial 
reasons rather than the over-all good 
of society 
Fringe benefits, as they are called, 
are hardly the fringe of the payroll 
anymore. Every worker realizes that 
remuneration in services is as good or 
even better than being paid in cash. 
Dental insurance, says the Con­ 
ference Board, has now become the 
fastest-growing employe benefit in 


U.S. industry. Nineteen per cent of 
1,600 companies surveyed have such 
plans, compared with onlv half that in 
1972 
-Although 
most 
workers 
are 
covered by Social Security, and many 
also have pension benefits associated 
with their place of employment, more 
and more 
Americans are 
taking 
nothing for granted 
There are many variations in how 
pension benefits are built, they know, 
and there are just as many variations 
in how the money can be distributed
